Springs residents, that number of 
babies were born in town since 
the Palm Springs Community 
hospital first went into operation 
in 1946. 
Prior to that year, the only 
time a child was born in the Vil­ 
lage, was because Old Man Stork 
— won a race before the mother 
^7>ould reach a hospital miles 
•"-away. 
IN ADDITION the operation of 
the hospital according to figures 
just revealed, saved the lives of 
many traffic accident victims, 
who would otherwise have died 
where minutes counted, on long 
agonizing trips to the county hos­ 
pital in Riverside. 
According to the record as fur­ 
nished by Miss Genevieve Val­ 
encia, administratrix of the hos- 
E 
ital, 2292 patients have either 
een hospitalized there or were 
treated as out patients. 
DOCTORS performed 30 major 
operations and 140 minor ones at 
the hospital, during its first year 
of operation. In 1947, minor oper­ 
ations amounted to 152 and 
major surgical cases totaled 35. 
- 
These figures have seen a 
^ , gradual increase when, up to last 
week, physicians have performed 
176 minor operations and 41 
major ones. 
Statistics from the X-ray room 
indicate that 605 pictures were 
taken in 1946; 1212 in 1947 and 
647 so far this year. 
MOST of the equipment, in 
surgery, x-ray, kitchen and lab­ 
oratories was loaned by War 
Assets Administration to the 
Pr.i.n Springs Community hos­ 
pital. In the city’s application to 
W.A.A. for 7.82 acres of Torney 
hospital lands, lands on which to 
permanently locate the Palm 
Springs Community hospital, the 
equipment in use now, is also 
asked for.

This was indicated Tuesday 
when county supervisors adopted 
their preliminary budget and set 
the tax rate for the county at 
$2.26 per $106 of assessed valu­ 
ation. 
THE COUNTY budget story 
which appears elsewhere in The

half miles from the northwestern 
limits of flie city. 
Present in the board room at 
the time th» Supervisors were 
debating the merits of the ordi­ 
nance prepared by Earl Redwine, 
county counsel, was S. Guiber­ 
son Jr., millionaire Texas oil 
man, who proposes to build 
the $10,000,000 cement plant. His 
attorney William Shaw, of River­ 
side, was also there. 
CITY ATTORNEY Roy Cole­ 
gate and City Manager William 
E. Alworth were also present in 
the board room. No statement 
was made by either side of the 
controversial cement plant ques­ 
tion during the study of the law 
by the supervisors. 
It is known however, that Gui­ 
berson plans to start construction 
of the cement plant as soon as 
possible in defiance of the ordi­ 
nance passed by the Supervisors 
yesterday. At least that has been 
the text of his speeches over 
radio stations in Riverside, Ban- 


I ning and Indio. 
"I PLAN TO FIGHT that ordi- 


j nance,” Guiberson is quoted as 
saying. “I’m going ahead with the 
; construction of the plant and if 
the county tries to stop me I'll 
appeal to the courts for an in­ 
junction.” 
That a legal battle does loom, 
is predicted by many in the coun­ 
ty. There is some doubt that the 
new law adopted yesterday, and 
which does not become effective 
for 30 days after publication, may 
work against the promoters of 
the cement plant. 
"IT ALL DEPENDS,” declared 
legal advisors, “how much of the 
cement plant is completed by the 
time the ordinance beqomes a 
law.” 
The ordinance was placed in 
the hands of County Supervisors 
Monday morning. It was read and 
then sent to the Riverside Coun­ 
ty Planning Commission in meet­ 
ing Tuesday. 
THE ORDINANCE was re­ 
turned to the supervisors Thurs­ 
day morning with the suggested 
inclusion of a variance clause.

visions to obtain a $7700 loan on 
an $8000 house. 
The bill authorizes a raise in 
Title II, FHA interests rates from 
4V4 to 5 per cent.

Although the Supervisors in 
voting to keep the variance clause 
out of the ordinance at this time,

Commission’s suggestion. 


"SUCH A CLAUSE,” declared 
Easley, “would have involved a 
long period of study and inas­ 
much as the people of Palm 
Springs feel that the passage of 
the zoning law is an immediate 
emergency,

ordinance

passed as submitted by Counsel 
Redwine.”

"HI, THERE BUM" 
w as the 
passing remark heard so often. 
The dog would wag his tail and 
return to the sidewalk. 
But not the operator of the 
truck Wednesday morning! 
According to Pete’s story, the 
truck driver swerved m ore than 
ten feet from the path he was 
following, to run the old, slow 
moving Kindly animal down. 
He was successful too, crush­ 
ing Bum’s body so badly he died 
of a fractured skull and internal 
injuries. 


ALL DAY Wednesday, when 
the news of Bum's death w as re­ 
ported by Mrs. McRory, Villagers 
who considered Bum their friend, 
who fed him and sheltered him, 
came to look at his body.

$10,640,545 County Budget Passed 
Over Protests by Supervisors 


I W ork W anted 
o r P A L M S P R IN G S , C A L I F . 
F riday, August 20, 1948 


O perating budget for Riverside 
County w ill rem ain at $10,640,545 
for the fiscal year of 1948-49. 
This announcem ent followed a 
meeting of the County Board of 
Supervisors Monday, who made 
final th eir 
prelim inary budget 
w ithout changing a figure. 
The County tax rate will be 
$2.25 per $100 assessed valuation, 
as indicated by prelim inary fig­ 
ures two m onths ago. L ast year’s 
rate was eight cents higher. 
The Supervisors ignored sev­ 
eral requests by individuals» and 
the County T axpayers Associa­ 
tion, w hich asked th a t several 
reductions be made. 
Their only changes w ere in 
term inology. 
A 
$15,000 
item 
which w ill be used to set up a 
C ounty-w ide recreation program 
will be listed under recreation, 
rath er th an 
recreation d epart­ 
ment, 
and 
limited 
a 
$50,000 
County buildings item to cover 
only the Courthouse, H ealth and 
W elfare Buildings. 
A t the final budget hearing, a 
delegation from the Taxpayers 
Association asked: 
(1) T hat the $15,000 Recreation 
D epartm ent item be cut out of 
the budget. The Board members 
w eren’t agreed as to how the 
money w ould be spent, but in­ 
dicated the $15,000 w ould stay in 
the budget "because a recreation 
program is one of the best things 
we can build.” 
(2) T hat money set aside for 
salaries u nder the $82,361 special 
public health fund—a subvention 
from the S tate — be used as a 
capital 
outlay 
so 
th e 
County 
would 
not 
be responsible for 
salaries if the State fund were 
w ithdraw n. The Board seem ed to 
agree th at the suggestion was a 
good one and should be incor­ 
porated in next year’s budget. 
(3) T hat $50,000 allotted for 
County Buildings should be item ­ 
ized as to projects». The Super­ 
visors said the m oney w as to be 
used for an overall s»tudy of 
County 
building 
requirem ents, 
and to pay for prelim inary build­ 
ing plans. They passed off the 
item ization suggestion. 
(4) T hat the accounting system 
be changed for the C ounty Ga­ 
rage’s revolving fund, so as to 
elm inate th e reserve and thus 
lower th e tax rate. 
H ere the 
com m ittee w as balked by County 
A uditory R ay Hicks, who said 
the change w ouldn’t give a true 
tax picture. “It m ight low er the 
rate this year, but w ouldn’t in 
the long ru n ,” Hicks said. 
(5) T hat 
the Board 
“scruti­ 
nize” the operation of the new 
County airp o rt system during the 
coming fiscal year, to determ ine 
w hether th e 
operation 
of air­ 
ports by the County is justified. 
($45.940 w as allotted for airports 
in the budget*. The Supervisors 
seemed convinced, how ever, that 
the C ountv was getting its mon- 
ev's w orth 
from 
the 
airports, 


w hich were given to the County 
by the Federal Governm ent. 
T he proposed Recreation De­ 
partm ent was the biggest bone 
of contention betw een the tax­ 
payers’ group and 
the Super­ 
visors. 
"Too 
much 
stress 
is 
being 
placed on supervised recreation," 
said C. M. Fuller of the Farm 
B ureau. "You and I got our rec­ 
reation where we could get it, 
and it should still be the same 
way. 
“M ore 
em phasis 
should 
be 
placed on recreation in the home 
and less on supervised recrea­ 
tion.” 
"The trouble is,” said Super­ 
visor Ed Hill, "that conditions 
have changed since you and I 
w ere boy9 . . . W hen we get a 
County-w ide recreation program 
established we w ill save money 
that w e are spending now to send 
these 
boys 
to 
the 
Juvenile 
C am p.” 
C. W. Lockwood, superintend­ 
ent of the San Jacinto schools, 
asked 
that resurfacing of the 
roads on which the San Jacinto 
school buses trav el be included 
in th e xoad budget. 
“Those roads beat our $8000 
and $9000 school buses to pieces,” 
he said.
